Neighbors campaign 
against Shawsheen Commons

Independent real estate agent Nick 
Bianco thought he had a sale all 
lined up Saturday. The client 
seemed interested and appeared 
ready to make an offer on an 
affordable housing unit in 
Shawsheen Commons. On 
returning to his car, however, the 
prospective home buyer found a 
leaflet detailing problems with 
Shawsheen Commons housing units. 
The client shied away. 

Some residents of Shawsheen 
Commons have in fact experienced 
many problems with their units in 
the affordable housing 
development. Those complaints 
were heard by local developer Jay 
Tighe and the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen last Monday and an 
agreement was reached whereby 
Tighe would continue repairs on 
faulty units under the light 
supervision of the board of 
selectmen. 

Further, Tighe stated Monday that 
problems experienced in the "first 
68" units have been corrected since 
his former partner left the 
operation. 

Still, less than a week later, a 
leaflet stuck on a car window scared 
a potential Shawsheen Commons 
resident and sale commission away 
from Bianco for the third time in 
the last month. 

The leaflets are not, as one might 
suspect, coming from a Shawshcen 
Commons resident, but rather from 
an abutter, identified as living at the 
end of Reed Street by John Perkins, 
another real estate salesperson 
feeling the sting of the neighbor's 
campaign against Shawsheen 
Commons. 

"He's ruining my life," Bianco 
said of the person responsible for 
the leaflets. “He's affecting my 
livelihood...I have a family to feed."

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While no timetable has been set 
for finding alternate funding, 
Peterson indicated there was "not a 
lot of time." Reopening the 
Boutwell School would entail 
restructuring bus routes and would 
affect all the other school districts in 
the town, according to Peterson. 

"It is something we would have to 
geta start on in the next month 
or two," he said. 

An alternate plan for providing 
additional needed classroom space 
would have seen the cighth grades 
moved to the high school and the 
sixth grades moved to the various 
intermediate schools. Most parents 
seemed to favor the reopening of 
the Boutwell School.

AN INHERITED IRA 

It's not unusual when working 
couples ‘name each other as 
primary beneficiaries of their 
Individual Retirement Accounts. 
But it is rare that they plan in 
advance how to make the most of 
that money. 

There are two choices: the 
inheriting spouse can take the 
account as a beneficiary or can roll.

It is about time that someone stood up and asked the proper 
questions about the way the ongoing problems at Wilmington’s 
Shawsheen Commons have been reported in the local weekly 
media, namely the Advertiser.

The right

A well thought out investment 
plan is based on an "asset allocation" 
model - in other words, the 
percentages of an investor's money 
devoted to stocks, bonds, or cash. 


' ‘The asset allocation you choose may 


be more important than the actual 
stocks or bonds you select for your 
portfolio, according to some 
financial analysts. 

How do you determine the right 
asset allocation for you? One of the 
factors to be considered in selecting 
the right asset mix is the common 
needs and Concerns of your age 
group. Your optimal mix can then 
be adjusted for your special needs 
and circumstances, 

"Thirtysomethings" 
Needs and Concerns 

“Bills for young children are 
growing rapidly 

*A new or expanded home may be 
needed for a growing family. 

A new, larger automobile may be 
required 

“Day care for young children may 
have to be funded. 

*Saving for children's college 
tuitions should begin. 

“Early planning for retirement 
should be considered if possible. 

Typically, those in the

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AIDS Awareness Week an ideal time to learn

Although Aids is a rapidly 
spreading and correctly feared fatal 
disease, many people are still 
unclear about what it is and how to 
prevent it. Aids Awareness Weck 
may have prompted people to get 
the information they need to 
increase their knowledge and 
decrease their risk, In fact, in the 
absence of a vaccine or cure, 
information is one of the best 
weapons currently available in the 
fight against Aids, 

Aids has become the number one 
killer of men between the ages of 21 
and 40, Although some individuals 
would like to believe that the illness 
strikes only those in the homosexual 
or IV drug using community, the 
statistics paint a much different 
picture. "In most of the world, Aids 
is a heterosexual disease, ys 
Michael Britt, M.D., an infectious 
disease specialist at Winchester 
Hospital and medical director of the 
Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington. 
“Although the disease began in the 
United States, homosexual 
community, and has hit the IV drug 
using community hard, we are now 
secing its continuing and growing 
emergence among heterosexuals." 

According to Dr, Britt, people 
need to understand that Aids is a 
disease. "Aids is communicated by 
intimate sexual contact or blood 
exposure only,” he explains. "It is 


not communicated by casual modes, 
such as touching the same surfaces 
as someone with the disease or 
casual contact with somcone who 
has Aids. "Because the virus is not 
hardy, it cannot survive for long 
outside the body. "As long as you do 
Not inject blood from an infected 
person with whom you are sharing a 
needle, and you avoid intimate 
sexual contact and high risk sexual 
behavior, the disease cannot spread 
to you,” he says. He also points out 
that improvements in screening and 
testing donated blood now cnsures 
that the United States blood supply 
is extremely safe. 

Another arca of confusion is the 
difference between being HIV 
Positive and having the chemical 
disease of Aids. Being HIV positive 
means you have the virus in your 
body, and that someday you will 
develop Aids. Even though pcople 
can infect others when they are HIV 
positive, most people who are HIV 
Positive do not know it because they 
can be symptom-free on the average 
of seven to cight years. Some 
remain symptom free for up to 20 
years, 

Because Aids is a venereal discase, 
and because HIV positive 
individuals may be unaware they 
have it, they may transmit it. They 
must understand the risk of casual 
sexual behavior and they must 


change their current behavior, And

Speech therapy helps stroke patients 


One of the most common and 
frustrating effects of a stroke is 
impairment of a person's ability to 
communicate. Speech therapy 
however, can help the stroke patient 
make great strides in regaining this 
ability, often within weeks or 
months. 

Rosemary Lewis, a speech 
pathologist who works at both

Winchester Hospital and the 
Winchester Hospital Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington, 
explains the ways in which a stroke 
can affect a person's ability to 
communicate. "A stroke occurs 
when the blood supply to the brain 
Is interrupted, resulting in damage 
to brain tissue,” says Lewis. "If you 
think of the brain as a great circuit 
board, a stroke results in a lot of 
frayed connections between 
different areas of the brain. Our 
speech and language centers are 
located in the left cerebral 
hemisphere, so a stroke occurring 
in the Ieft side of the brain can 
impair our ability to express 
ourselves or to understand what 
people say to us. This is known as 
aphasia. 

A stroke occurring in the right 
side of the brain, on the other hand, 
affects language in a different way: 

When the right side of the brain is 
involved, there are cognitive 
linguistic deficits. A person may 
have problems with memory,

judgment, which can jcopardize 
their safety, And there is often a 
lack of consistency between their 
thoughts and actions - they say they 
know they shouldn't do something, 
for example, they proceed to do it 
anyway 

Lewis also notes that people with 
strokes may have speech problems 
and swallowing difficulties related 
to muscle weakness. When 
speaking, the tongue, lips and jaw 
must be able to move rapidly, 
precisely and in coordination to 
achieve clear speech production 
When sensation and muscle function 
is impaired, the automatic process 
of swallowing may be disrupted and 
the patient becomes at risk for 
aspiration - food entering the lungs. 
The goal of speech therapy is to help 
the paticnt regain muscle function 
and to retrain the patient in the skills 
which the stroke has impaired. 

Lewis explains, "If aphasia is the 
problem, we work on reconnecting 
the broken links - gaining control of 
the articulators, increasing 
understanding of verbal informa- 
tion, word retricval, putting 
thoughts into works of finding 
alternative means of 
communication, It takes a lot of

since epidemics are easiest to 
control when the numbers are still 
small, now is the time for 
heterosexuals to make the 
adjustments in their sexual behavior 
to reduce their risk, The suggestions 
are straightforward and sensible. 

One way to prevent getting Aids is 
to abstain from sexual contact. 
However, this is not the only way. 
"Recognizing this is not possible for 
everyone, it's vital to limit the 
number of sexual partners,” 
cautions Dr, Britt, noting that 
people should be especially wary of 
those who have had multiple 
partners "and unprotected sex - that 
is, without using a condom - is to be 
avoided at all costs. Condoms must 
be the dress of the '90s for those 
who are sexually active or not in 
monogamous, long standing 
relationships. 

During Aids Awareness Week, the 
Family Medical Center provided 
information about the disease, 
targeted to a variety of audiences, 
from children to healthcare 
workers. Winchester Hospital 
sponsored people living with Aids 
to speak with the students in 
Wilmington High School. In late 
January, the Family Medical Center 
will sponsor a presentation to 
parents of elementary school age 
children on talking to children 
about HIV/Aids. 


practice to establish new pathways 
between different arcas of the brain 
The amount of recovery depends on 
the severity of the stroke, general 
medical status and the timeliness of 
implementing a therapy program 

"We gencrally sce great 
improvement within the first few 
months after a stroke when 
spontaneous recovery is also 
occurring. However, gains can be 
made even as long as years after a 
stroke." 

If the right side of the brain is 
affected, Lewis works with the 
patient to increase his or her 
attention span, and improve the 
ability to focus and concentrate. 

"We ‘exercise the brain 
practicing higher level thinking 
skills and work on solving everyday 
problems. For example, we practic 
using the phone book or describing 
the steps of grocery shopping 
Depending on the patient's level of 
recovery, Lewis will go out into the 
community with the paticnt 

"As a speech therapist, I will often 
work in conjunction with thc 
occupational therapist. Together 
we'll take the patient shopping, [or 
example, and add different tasks for 
the patient to complete."

MADNESS SALE 


Here in the Middlesex East 
area, and in most of eastern 
Massachusetts, the Kettle Bell 
ringers are clanging their hearts 
out, but the results have been a 
bit disappointing. 

“We're down about two per- 
cent up to now,” Lt. Donald 
Silva said this week 
“Unfortunately it looks like it’s 
still on the declining status 
We've been surprised because 
we did really well last year.” 


Lt Silva, who operates the 
Malden post of The Salvation 
Army, said there has been no 
difference this year in the num- 
ber of Kettles, the hours they 
have been out, or in the number 
of volunteers. He said there is 
no way to pinpoint why the num. 
bers are down. What makes the 
decrease even more alarming is 
an improved economy this year. 

Unlike other “charity” organi- 
zations which fail to push a 
large percentage of their dona- 
tions ahead to the needy, The 
Salvation Army is currently 
sending 70 cents on every dollar 
donated toward purchasing 
Christmas dinners and gifts, Lt 
Silva explained. Last year it was 
7 cents on every dollar, but the 
two percent drop at the Kettles 
has taken its toll

“We don't 
just give away toys,” Lt. Silva 
explained, “we let parents pick 
them out of the toy shop. I think 
it’s a nice touch.” 

In towns where there is no 
base office, such as the one in 
Malden, community volunteers 
operate the “service areas.” The 
city of Woburn, and towns such 
as Stoneham, Reading, and oth- 
ers are considered service 
areas. But while the title is dif- 
ferent, it’s still the same spirit 
that drives volunteers and work- 
ers. After all, who else would

People 
haven’t caught on that Christ- 
mas spirit,” Capoccia said, 

So far, kettle donations in 
the state total $1 million. Last 
year by this time, $2 million 
was collected. 


The M.E. Santa (an exten- 
sion of the kettle program) 
shows a similar shortfall 

Christmas donativns of food, 
clothing and toys are down by 
21 percent for 1993 as com- 


pared to 1992. 
Donations have fallen 
nationwide, officials said. In 


1992 the Salvation Army col 
lected $171 million in Christmas 
donations, said Leon Ferraez 
of the agency’s headquarters in 
Alexandria, Va. This year that 
number is expected to drop by 
12 percent to around $150 mil- 
lion. 

Capoccia said donations are 
appreciated. 

“We're really grateful that 
people do contribute to the Sal- 
vation Army bell ringers and 


all they receive isa God bless 
you and merry Christmas that 
the bell ringers remark to 
them.”

Councils are 
charged with adopting educa 
tional goals, identifying educa 
tional needs, reviewing the 
school budget, and forming a 
school improvement plan which 
encompasses ideas about disci 
pline, safety, class size, and 
parental involvement 

Effective group problem-soly: 
ing, said Kruger, is a council 
priority. 

Also concerned about school 
councils, Malden educators used 
the city’s recent Second Annual 
Conference on the Malden 
Public Schools to focus on the 
Education Reform Act

to have nothing in common with 
his dead benchmate. No link can 
be found between the two assas- 
sinations except for their timing. 
There is little hope of solving 
these crimes. 

But Julia Roberts' Darby 
Shaw has a clue. She's a 24-year- 
old law student involved with 
her sexy, alcoholic professor 
(Sam Shepard). Darby is 
spurred into investigating the 
killings by Shepard's grief. He 
once clerked for Cronyn and had 
the utmost respect for the old 
man. She stumbles onto the 
connection, the one little link 
between these two men. 

When Shepard passes her 
brief, the Pelican Brief, onto a 
buddy at the F.B.I., Darby finds 
herself immersed in a terrifying 
game of cat and mouse. She has 
no idea who the cat is, only that 
she is the mouse and no one is 
to be trusted. 

If you spend too much time 
trying to follow all the fast mov- 
ing plot threads, you'll miss the 
fun. Some of the tangents aren't 
tied up until the end, and then 
with a quick, almost dismissible 
summary. Doesn't matter, the 
fun is in the chase. 

Unlike most protagonists, 
Roberts isn't a cool customer. 
As everyone who knows about 
her brief is blown up or shot at, 
she is justifiably terrified. It's 
all over her face and expressed 
in her body language. Roberts is 
brilliant at combining such 
numbing terror with the 
strength, intelligence and grief 
that make her character quite 
remarkable. Without Roberts’ 
magnetic performance, the 
movie simply wouldn't have 
worked. 

Of course, she is helped by 
the stalwart Denzel Washington 
as Gray Grantham, an inves- 
tigative reporter who has to

substantiate Darby's brief, the 
journalist suddenly finds himself 
making news, not just witness- 
ing it. Though Washington is a 
seemingly unruffled helpmate, 
the mounting terror of what he 
is uncovering begins to creep 
into his eyes. He may be loving 
all the action, but Washington is 
too good an actor to make this 
guy a one-dimensional news 
hound. 

In fact, the plot is such a 
stretch that this flick would have 
fizzled without its amazing cast 
and Alan J. Pakula's fast and 
tight direction. The supporting 
players provide intense fodder 
for the charismatic Roberts and 
Washington. John Heard is a 
well meaning, but rather bum- 
bling FBI lawyer, Robert Culp 
the grinning, clueless president, 
and Tony Goldwyn as his shark- 
like adviser. Pakula's adaptation 
of novelist John Grisham's 
watery conspiracy may be easy 
to dismiss, but this group of 
actors isn't.

Unfolding across a dry 
Texas backdrop, criminal Kevin 
Costner forges a relationship 
with his young abductee, T.J.
